The claims are allowable over the closest prior art, Shoji et al (U.S. 6,087,051), 
Yacobucci et al. '858 (U.S. 6,312,858) and Thompson et al. (U.S. 6,341,856) given that 
there is no disclosure.or suggestion in any of the references of fixative comprising a 
two-part system consisting essentially of at least one reactive oligomer comprising at 
least one epoxy-terminated oligomer and at least one second component comprising at 
least one polyol plus at least one 

basic catalyst as required in present claims 23-29, no disclosure or suggestion of 
method of 

printing on a print medium including printing ink onto medium followed by depositing the 
fixative on the ink the method comprising providing first container containing at least 
one first reactive component comprising at least one epoxy-terminated oligomer as 
required in present claims 30-37 and no disclosure or suggestion of combination of ink 
jet ink and two-part fixative including at least one reactive oligomer comprising at least 
one epoxy-terminated oligomer and at least one second component comprising at least 
one polyol plus at least one basic catalyst as required in present claims 38-44.
